would be willing to pay sub- 
stantially more taxes if someone 
could wave a wand and end pol- 
lution overnight. 


Unfovtunatley, 
it 
isn't 
that 


simple. Preservation of ecology is 
a relatively new science. Only 
now are efficient t'uti-pollution 
methods and mechanisms being 
developed. A lot of sorting out 
remains to be done in order that 
money 
to be spent is spent 


wisely. 


For 
example, scientists say 


that phosphates contribute to the 
excessive growth of algae in 
lakes and streams, and suddenly 
there is a demand for removal of 
phosphates from, detergents — n 
demand that fails to take into 
account that phosphates come 
from 
many 
sources 
including 


human excrement, waste vegeta- 
tion, land erosion, fertilizer run- 
off, 
and from animal waste run- 


off. 
Directly and indirectly, it 


would cost, according to many 
authorities, ten times as much to 
develop substitute chemicals to 
take the place of phosphates in 
detergents as it would to remove 
detergent phosphates at sewage 
plants. 


This is not to argue against 


removing phosphates from de- 
tenrents, necessarily. Necessity 
is the mother of invention, and, 
if forced to, scan manufacturers 
just might get by a lot cheaper 
than they think. 


But this one instance does 


illustrate that water quality, and

excent through a dispassionate

Time Will Delineate 
Gamed Nasser's Impact 


A few years after the coup 


that ousted Egypt's venal King 
Farouk in 1952, Gamal Abdel 
Nasser took time out to write a 
book called Philosophy of 
the 


Revolution. "Within the Arab 
circle there is a role, wandering 
in. search of a hero . . . .," he 
wrote. In the 18 years he was in 
power, there is l i t t l e doubt 
Nasser, was convinced he was the 
man to fill that role. 


Unchallenged for a generation 


as the Arab world's leading hero 
despite 
two 
massive 
military 


defeats by Israel, Nasser has 
been invariably c o m p a r e d to 
Saladin, the 12th Century 
war- 


rior who led the Arabs against 
the Crusaders. In fact, the late 
Egyptian President 
chose the 


eagle on Saladin's coat of arms 
as, the 
official 
insignia of his 


United Arab Republic. 


But a more apt figure for 


comparison is Turkey's Ataturk. 
With a ferocious singleminded- 
ness; Ataturk transformed his 
country from "the sick man of 
Europe" into a vigorous state in 
the post-World War I era. Like 
Nasser, Ataturk challenged the 
Lunar Magic 


Moon dust brought back by the 


astronauts may be completely 
sterile as far as laboratory tests 
are concerned, but it seems to 
have some properties scientists 
are interested in knowing more 
about. Their curiosity has nothing 
to do with the age of the moon. 


As 
explained 
by 
Astronaut 


Richard Gordon, a member1 of the 
backup crew for Apollo 15 and 
the command modulo pilot who 
circled the moon on Apollo 12, 
"an exciting experimental wind- 
fall" has been discovered in tests 
of the lunar soil."

parallels in the lives of Nasser 
and A t a t u r k . Born Mustafa 
Kemal 
in 1881, the 
Turkish 


leader became a soldier and took 
part in the plot that led to the 
fall 
of 
Sultan 
Abdul ("the 


Damned") 
in 1908. Just 
as 


Nasser 
was 
angered 
by 
the 


corruntion and inefficiency sur- 
rounding- Farouk, Ataturk 
at- 


tacked the backwardness which 
had preserved the Sultanate. 


And like Nasser, who was one 


of the few Egyptian officers who 
fought 
well during the 
Arab- 


Israeli War of 1948. Ataturk won 
the only Turkish military success 
of World Wa>- 1. Troons under his 
command repulsed the massive 
allied assault at Gallipot! in 1915. 
After the war, the Allies not only 
sliced up the Ottoman Empire 
among the Arabs, but planned to 
give most of European Turkey to 
Greece. Mobilizing the peasants, 
Ataturk expelled the Greeks with 
much bloodshed 
and 
in 1922, 


ousted the last Sultan and estab- 
lished a republic. 


This was to be the 
first 


nationalist success in the Middle 
East and it was to be repeated by 
Nasser in 1956 when he national- 
ized the British-dominated Suez 
f'anal. But while Nasser turned 
to the Soviet Union for arms and 
economic assistance, A t a t u r k 
looked westward for his pattern 
for creation cf a modern state. 


Often operating against power- 


f u 1 
c o n servative 
opposition, 


Ataturk made — by sheer force 
of personal will —• many drastic 
reforms. He separated the state 
from religion so that no longer 
would the head of the Moslem 
community be the political ruler. 
A new civil code replaced Islamic 
law. Man were forced to adopt 
Western-style 
c l o t h i n g and 


women were brought out from 
behind their veils.

Nasser seemed

here, he admitted that one of 
the priests in his jurisdiction 
"was involved in some way with 
what happened in that super- 
market" (the blowing up of 19 
civilians in Jerusalem). When

than Christian," he explained 
that it was "fairly clear" that

Houri, was not involved in the

were with them." 


This priest, from Ramallah in 


the West Bank, was arrested in 
Jerusalem and after imprison- 
ment released to Jordan. Rather 
than deposing (unfrocking) or

being "involved" in this mul- 
tiple murder, Archbishop Apple- 
ton confirmed r e p o r t s that 
Houri is now an employee of the 
World Council of Churciies in 
Amman. 


In his speech here (which was 


given a standing ovation) the 


Archbishop:

When asked why, therefore, he 
had brought this subject up, he 
explained: "I report things thai 
have been suggested . . . tliis is 
my job, not to take sides, hut to 
understand and to interpret.")

Christian leader had ever pub- 
licly opposed either threats of 
genocide 
or 
air 
piracy, 
he 


answered: "I can't say. They 
naturally 
have to stay with 


their people and influence them 
in spiritual 
and 
ethical 
de- 


cisions." 


Even in the realm of his own 


authority, Archbishop Appleton 
appeared indecisive. He merely 
expressed "anxiety" in report- 
ing that Arab Angelicans in his 
jurisdiction may abandon use of. 
the Old Testament because it 
contains 
the 
word 
"Israel" 


(which abandonment, he con- 
ceded, would logically involve 
abandonment of the New Test- 
ament as well, because it re- 
peatedly mentions "King of the 
Jews"). • 


The Archbishop's address to 


the N a t i o n a l 
Council of 


Churches 
contained no fewer 


than 69 political proposals or 
opinions. 
But w h e n 
asked 


about 
cither 
the details or 


apparent contradictions in these 
proposals, he so often evaded 
the issue, confessed his ignor- 
ance of the subject, or excused 
himself as merely an "inter- 
preter," t h a t he attracted 
particular attention to one of his 
own statements: "1 have to 
make 
a fool 
of myself 
by 


making suggestions." 


With his ecclesiastical juris- 


diction running from Iran to 
Morocco, it is obvious that were 
•the Archbishop to take firm 
stands he might be excluded 
from Arab countries. But the 
man represented by the Arch- 
bishop lost his life (in Jerusa- 
lem) 
for 
publicly 
protesting 


such things as Temple graft and 
Pharisaic hypocrisy — which 
are not nearly as serious as 
piracy and murder of civilians. 


What seems needed in the 


Middle East is a 
Christian 


leader, rather than an inter- 
preter — either this or at least 
a pastor who does not make 
public political proposals which 
he is neither willing no able to 
explain or defend.
